THE CREAT FIZZLE. 


Circuit Attorney Harris to Blame 
forthe Result, 


- — 


How His Zeal Outran His Discretion—He 
Wanted the “Glory’—The Defective In- 
dictment, and Who Wrote lt~—What the 
Jury Did Not Learn—Harris to Reside in 
Texas—A Startling Fiasco. 


The “big” conspifacy cases which for a time 
had flashed across the political horizon like a me- 
teor in a winter sky, died out yesterday in just as 
sudden a manner in Judge Noonan‘’s court. The 
twelve patient jurors, who for nearly two weeks 
had left business avocations to listen to and 
weigh the facts in the case, went home 
without having one word to say to the result. 


The attorneys for the State flocked together and 
went away without much signs of rejoicing. 
Messrs. Butler, McEntire, Lutz and Caruth, and 
their counsel marched out in triumph, while some 
few of the spectators ineffectually attempted to 
raise acheer. The public will naturally demand 
to Know what was 
THE CAUSE OF THE FIASCO. 

It is a well-known fact that Mr. Lodge 
and his associate counsel, even from the 
beginning, did not expect a conviction. 
For this, partially, although no man connected 
with the case will make the statement, the blame 
is to be laid at the door of Circuit Attorney J9s- 
eph R. Harris. The only charge made against 

r. Harris is that he was too impetuous, He was 
in too big ahurry. Attorneys who figured in the 
case made every fair effort to prevent the return 
of an indictment at the time the *-Big Four” were 
indicted. The objections were put on the ground 
that the matter was not then ripe. 

“Let what you have turned up go over to the 
next Grand Jury,” said one of the clearest head- 
ed ofthe prosecutors. “That body will find out 
something else. Finally we may get hold of suf- 
ficient material to make a good, solid case.” But 
Mr. Harris would not listen to the pleading. He 
was urged on by a stronger motive. His reputa- 
tion with the community had been largely built 
up on his fight against the amblers. 

e was sick and worn out, but he came back here 
from San Antonioto make this last fight. He 
was determined not to leave the field until he had 
made arecord. He worked as hard as any strong 
man could, before the Richeson Grand Jury, and 
he really succeeded in turning ina mass of facts 
which certainly startled the community. Then 
he was importuned to walt, but be would not. 
Onthe day the Grand Jury reported, and just 
after they had been discharged, Mr. Harris, 
weak and emaciated, stood up before the bar in 
the Criminal Court, told Judge Van Wagoner that 
he was compelled to leave immediately, and asked 
for the appointment of his successor. Shortly 
alter, he was on his way to San Antonio. He had 
accomplished what he came for, He kad indicted 
the men who had been before charged with ob- 
structing the laws and interfering with the Police 
Department in dozens of ways. 

HE LEFT IN A BURST OF GLORY, 
disregarding the advice of men who were more 
cool-headed, if not more earnest nor more honest. 
When he reads the result of his labors in the 
Texas papers to-day, it is very certain that he 
will be willing to confess that he might have gone 
slower. If he had remained bere there is no in- 
dication that the result would have been different, 
for his place was taken by men fully as abie, if 
not abier, at least. as any of Harris’ most de- 
voted friends even claimed him to be. In this 
view of the case he has nobody to blame but himself 
for the fizzle that was the wind up of yesterday’s 
proceedings. Inthe first place, the indictment 
under which Messrs. Butler, McKntire, Lutz and 
Caruth were tried, is conceded to have been faulty 
by prominent criminal pleaders of the city. The 
averment Was notat all broad enough to let in 
what the State intended to show. It was drawn 
under the supervision of Mr. Harris 
by Mr. Smi wheg is as- 
ststant of “Attorney” Bliss. 
But no sooner did the State attempt to act under 
it than it was found that the 

CLOTH HAD BEEN CUT TOO SMALL. 
Alex Kipkead was put upon the stand. He 
would have made a statement thaf might have 
rone far towards establishing a combination. 
ie would have told the story how Warren Mce- 
Chesney had told him that at the next meeting of 
the board a Chief of Detectives would be chosen, 
and that he (Kinkead) must look out for the 
man who was designated as Pig a al 
“That will be the man, Kinkead,” said McChes- 
ney, “and when you heara man nominated who is 
called ‘Captain,’ vote for him, if it happens to be 
even Jack Looney.” The witness would have 
gone on to state that at the next meeting of the 
Board, “Captain’’ A. J. Stiles was put in nomina- 
tion as Chief of Detectives, and that he, Kinkead 
then told the Board that the matter had 
bee prearranged, and he made the objec- 
tion which prevented Stiles from eng Bers place. 
He would have further told how McChesney 
told him after the meeting that Stiles was the 
wan whom be meant,.and how, on his refusal to 
stand by “the Captain,” his blank resignation 
went upto Jefferson City. This story Kinkead 
would have sworn to in detail, with many other 
acts. It would have been a good thing to start 
with. But when Mr. Kinkead had 
stated that he had told the Board 
that he -:knew the Stiles matter was 
prearranged, aud when Mr, Lodgeasked him how 
he knew this, he was 
NEVER ALLOWED TO TELL. 

Objection was made that if the man who had told 
him was not one of the persons named in the in- 
dictment his staiement was not admissable, at 
least not at that stage of the case. The prosecu- 
tion had limited the conspiracy to tour men, 
aud coula not eo outside them—McChesney, of 
course. was not mentioned. Judge Noonan 
ruled the testimony out “lor the pres- 
env’ and that was the last ever heard of it. 
it was contended that if the indictment had al- 
leged that Butler, McEntire, Lutz and Caruth had 
conspired ana combined among themselves and 
‘with other parties to the jury unknown,” that 
this testimony would have — in, and that some 
of the attorneys for the Gcefense were willing to 
concede. Butit did not, and hence the trouble. 
Important conversations and actions of McChes- 
nev. Kerwin and others went by the board, under 
these rulings on this same point, and the jurors 
were never allowed to hear them. In fact, in 
many particulars - 
THE INDICTMENT WAS KNOWN TO BE FAULTY. 
Mr. Glover on more than one occasion stated that 
“the indictment stands in tbe hollow of defend- 
ants’ hands,’ meaning that if they bad not wished 
to go to trial under it they could have had the 
case thrown out of court on technical objections 
to the ‘document mentioned. Judge Krum 
remarked once that dia not Knew 
who drew the indictment, but that 
if it was the work of Mr. Richeson, the Grand 
Jury’s foreman, then he wus freeto say that 
Richeson’s.Kknowledge of the intricacies of a four 
flush stood upon a much more solid basis than 
Luis reputation as an expert in criminal pleading. 
In fact, it was conceded on all sides 
that the indictment,would scarcely hold together. 
When in addition to this it is remembered that 
Judge Noonan, in his rulings, was inclined to 
pear tothe side of mercy, it will be seen that 
yesterday’s result was vot a surprise to those 
well posted. Theonly thing fair to be said about 
Mr. Harris in this connection Is that he allowea 
his zeal to run entirely away with his 
discretion. He was leaving St. Louis, 
probably forever, and he wanted the glory 
of these indictments before he went. 
A gentleman who returned a couple of days ago 
from San Antonio, met Mr. Harris there. He 
was looking strong and healthy, Was riding out 
every day, and otherwise enjoying himself on his 
brotber’s ranch. He stated that be did not ex- 
yect to make his home in St. Louis again, but 
hat his next trip bere would probably be with 
the purpose of resigning his office, and of making 
arrangements to settio permanently in Texas, on 
acconut of his nealth.

Farmer Hawkins Kills Farmer Johnson and 
Thev Takes His Own Life. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ANDERSON, InD., December 1.—Johnson’s 
Switch, six miles west of here, has been the scene 
ofa horrible crime, a brief account of which 
was telegraphed the Post-DIsPATCH yesterday. 
Col. Hawkins, aged 51 years, ana John J. Jobn- 
son, aged 62 years, were both wealthy farmers, oc- 
cupying farms. A feud existed between them for 
several years concerning a ditch, in which Hawk- 
inis claimed he was being worstea. Several times 
he made the assertion that unless Johnson 
ed the matterthere would be two men less in 
Madison County. Hawkins, at Anderson, yéster- 


he was-at the station where Johnsomis agent and 
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postmaster. After the train had pulled out Johnson 


wpites to the westend of tne platform, while 
wkins met him and asked: “Are you going to 
settle that matter?” Johnson answered: “I don’t 
want to talk to you.” Hawkins pulied the pistol 
from his pocket with the remark, “I will settle.” 
He fired, the ball striking Johnson, who 
HAD TURNED TO LEAVE HIM, 

in the back near the spinal column, ranging up- 
ward and saree gy ap eft lung. Johnson ked 
rapidly towards the depot. awkins fired again 
and missed, the bullet passing through the door of 
the depot. Johnson reached the inside of the 
building and bolted the door. Hawkins walked 
up to window aud brokea pane . 
Levelling the pistol through the sash he fired two 
more shots. ,One ball struck Johnson in the 
cheek, ranging around tothe left ear. The other 
entered his left-wrist. The wounded man rushed 
from the building towards his house, some dis- 
tance away. Hawkins pursued, firing three shots 
athim. Johnson turned and grappled with his 
assailant, boiding him to the earth, powerless 
to use clubbed pistol he still held 
in his hand until Johnson’s daughier and Jonna 
Hawkins reached the spot. These separated 
them, and led Johnson, who was becoming very 
faint, to his home, where he was placed on a 
stretcher. He died this morning from his wounds. 
Hawkins walked back again, after the —- 
reached home and shot himself through the head.-

The Startling Confession of an In- 
cendiary’s Wife.

How the Husband Planned to Get Money to 
Send the Wife Away—Poured on the Oil 
and Locked Up the House.

MILWAUKEE, December 7.—The confession of 
Mrs. Bennett, who, wish her husband, was 
charged with burning the lodging house in which 
they lived, last week, was made public last night. 
Mrs. Bennett says her domestic relations have 
been unpleasant for the past year. She has been 
repeatedly abused and ill-treated by her husband, 
and several months ago she began making prep- 
arations for a separation. At that Bennett con- 
ceived the scheme of setting fire to his dwelling. 

*T’ll burn the house,” he remarked to his wife, 
and ‘‘thus secure about $1,700 insurance. . I’) 
give you $200 of this, and you can go and live yith 
your brother in Dakota.” 

“Do you know :what you aro. »plan- 
ning?” the fMghtened woman exclaimed. He 
silenced her with threats, and declared with an 


oath that he knew what he was about and could 
successfully carry out his plans. A week ago last 
Sunday night Bennett prepared a large quantity 
of Kindling and arranged it in one of the rooms 
READY FOR IGNITING. 

Monday night he prepared another pile, which 
was placed in the.closet, and on Wednesday night 
a third pile was prepared in the store-room. n 
Thanksgiving ay Bennett and his wife 
visited the Smalley House, on Mar- 
ket street, remaining for a late 
dinner. After dinner he left the house, and upon 


-his return. an hour or two afterward, he called 


his wite aside, saying: “I've started a slow fire 
and the thing 1s bound to burn.” 

“My God! do you Know what you have done?’’. 
she said. 

“Yes,” he replied, and no one will ever be the 
wiser. The thing will go off about 20’clock in the 
morning and we'll step down to Chicago, come 
back to-morrow and claim the insurance. The 
stuff would only realize about $300 at a second- 
hand store, while :

“All we have got to do 
is to tell a plausible story and stick to it and they 
never can prove anything against us.”’ 

The enormity of Bennett’s crime and the signifi- 
cance of the confession are seen inthe fact that 
several lodgers were sleeping in the house and 
the lives of all were placed in jeopardy. Hada

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THE LAW OF “HELLO.” 


Fooling People by Telephone a. 
Dangerous Business Punish- 
able by Law. 


John Rattigan’s Joke Jails Him—A Labor 
Agency Charged With Doing an Ifregular 
Business—Not 4 Murder. 


People who delight in “guying” their friends’ 
through telephones aad playing practical jokes 
over the wires will have to desist until a case in 
pointis decided. To-day a warrant charging 
John Rattigan with transmitting a false message 
Was returned to the Court of Criminal Correetion 
and docketed for trial in that tribunal on the 12th 
inst. The case is a novel one; probably the first 
of its kind ever instituted under the iaw as found 
onthe books in various States. The specifie 
charge in the warrant is as follows: 


“That John Rattigan, on December 3, did ute 
lawfully and kKnowinely transmit per Seta 
then and there operating in the city aforesaid and 
in the State of Missouri, a certain faise eommunl- 
cation, t0-wit: that three carriages were to be 
at once sent to the Germania Club, situated in the 
city aforesaid, and also one carriage to be sent to 
Ninth and Hickory streets in the city aforesaid, 
with intent then and there to injure the owners of 
Said Carriages, contrary, etc.” The warrant is 
signed by James Halpin, principal prosecuting ° 
witness. The law under which the case has been 
instituted is Known to very few lawyers evens 
Its provisions are as follows: 

“Sec. 886. If any officer, anager, agent or op 
erator of any telephone or telegraph line op- 
erating in this State, or any other person, shall 
Knowingly have sent by such telephone or tek 
egraph line any false communication or intelli- 
joey with intent to- injure any one or to specu 
ate in any article of merchandise, commerce or 
trade, or with intent that another may do so, or 
shall knowingly send or deliver any dispateh that 
is forged or uot authorized by the person whose 
bame purports to be sigued thereto, shall, on con- 
viction thereof in the court having criminal juris- 
diction in the proper county, ve liable to the same 
penulty as provided in section 883.”

TURNED TO STONE. 


The Body of a Man Buried ita 1865—Soll in 
the Cemetery. ; 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 7.—While the 
grave-liggers in St. Mary's Church, on Fourth 
and Locust streets, were exhuming the remains 
of Thomas B. McCormack last evening. they 
discovered that the coffin was so heavy that 
they could not move it. The church records were 


examined, and it was ascertained that Mr. Mc- 
Cormack was burted on March 13, 1865, at the age 
of 51 years, and was buried just in the rear of the 
church, ata depth of eleven feet. In April of 
tbe following year his wife was buried in the 
same grave at a depth of eight feet, and last 
February their daughter} Lizzie, was_ buried two 
feet above her mother, Thomas B. MeCormack, 
jr., the only remaining member of thé family, be- 
ing very ill and expressing 

A DEAIRE TO BE BURIED 
in the same cemetery, it was decided to exhume 
the bodies and deepen the grave. The coffin con- 
taining the body of Mr. McCormack was found to 
be in a perfect state ot preservation, but when 
the superintendent and his assistant undertook to 
remove it from the grave they were asiontshed to 
find that they could not lift it. The assistance of 
two other workmen was obtained, but still 
the great weight resisted their efforts. 
Eight men were summoned, but they 
were powerless to remove the coffin, 
untilalarge plank had been properly placed in 
position, when the remains were drawn out head- 
first. Upon opening the coffin the workmen were 
astonished to find 
A PETRIFIED BODY. 
The features were preserved and lifelike, and, ex- 
cepting a stight disfigurement of the nose, not the 
slightest marriNg was distinguishable. Any per- 
son who saw Mr. McCormack after his death 
could easiiv recognize him. The nose 
is the at portion of the body not 
petrified. t is rather soft and 
pliable. The face is as hard,as marble and per- 
feces The hands are perfectly preserved and nat- 
ural, The chest and other portions ef the body 
are stone. The shroud is intact, and ha« not 
changed in appearance, and evenghe neat black 
tie remains in position. The body has not been 
mummified. A large number of ladies and gen- 
tlemen looked at the body and were astounded. 


This ts 
THE SECOND PETRIFIED BODY 

disinterred here. About six years ago, upon 
removing the body of Mary White, who had been 
buried seven years in St. Mary’s lower cemetery, 
at Eleventh and Moore streets, it took eight men 
to lifther. Her body was removed to another 
cemetery. A petrified body was also found in the 
Piilanthropic Cemetery, Eleventh and Lasker 
streets, seven or elunt years ago. The soil in the 
McCormack grave is composed of rich mixed back 
earth an perfectly dry. A sewer is 
laid under this cemetery, which 
was founded in 1763. Many of the stones are 
crumbling with dust. The body of Mr. McCorm- 
ack has been reburied in the same grave, fourteen 
feet under ground, that of his wife twelve feet and 
that of his daughter ten feet. This wiil leave suf- 
ficient space forthe intermentwf the dying son, 
‘The coffins were tnclosed in new cedar cases.

A Rumor That Capitalists Intend Putting 
Up Business Blocks on Twelfth Street 
—The Retail Trade Center to be Moved 
~-What Fourth Street Merchants Think 
of It. 


For the past two or three years there has been 
a feeling among many of the merchants on Fourth 
street that the days of that thoroughfare as a 
retail street were numbered. This feeling found 
birth in the removal of a leading dry goods busi- 
ness tosixth and Olive streets, and grew and 
waxe@l strong with the success of that business 
house and the springing. up of other stores in its 
vicinity; the establishment of large jobbing and 
wholesale houses on Washington avenue; the 
development of Olive street from Sixth to Twelfth; 
the sorapeeiien of the Custom House, construction 
of the Exposition Building and the general tend- 
aor of trade to drift westward. The shifting of 
trade centers is one of the most puzziing problems 
that business men in all cities have to «ncounter. 
It is impossibie in a growing city to confine trade to 
one locality forever, and consequently the busi- 
ness cat watches the oving mouse witb an 
eye that never sleeps, In former days Main and 
Market streets were the at retail points. The 
enterprising dry goods firm that moved its store 
as far north as the corner of Fourth and Wasbh- 
ington avenue perished quickly. Sut after awhile 
Fourth street was made the 

HKADQUARTERS OF RETAIL “BUSINESS, 
and has kept its hold as such ever since. Fifth 
street has grown recently, Olive street bas grown, 
Sixth and Seventh streets came in for a share of 
the prosperity. aud the retail houses have ebbed 
out towards Twelfth street steadily and firmiy. 
This tide has been watched by the retail business 
men of Fourth street very closely, and it is only 
natural that they should feel some alarm for the 
welfare of their street. This alarm has resulted 
in an exchange of views, confidentiaily, upon the 
subject, and on the quiet, the matter of an hegira 
furtuer west has been fully discussed. That there 
would be a general stampede boy the lesser lights 
if some of the leading houses were to remove to, 
say, Twelfth street, a PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
who canvassed Fourth street On this subject this 
morning is firmly conyineed, A report that a cer- 
tain capitalist intended fitting up business houses 
fur sume of the most prominent retail merchanis 
on a street seven or eight blocks further west 
than Fourth street, they to pay an agreed rate of 
interest on the money expended, Was the basis of 
the reporter’s peregrinations. 
MK. RICHARD SCRUGGS, 
of the firm of Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney, 
knew nothing about sucha report; had heard 
nothing, did.not believe there Was anything in it, 
and did not want to be quoted. 
MR. HARDY, 
of the St. Bernard Dollar Store, was not to be 
found, put Mr. Crepsey, who claims to be familiar 
with the inper workings oi the Company, said that 
the Dollar Stere people were anxious to move to 
Twelfth street, if they could only be assured that 
others would follow. Twelfth street, he thought, 
is to be the great thoroughfare. From Wasling- 
ton avenue lo the Union depotinten years there 
would be a magnificent line of buildings. If he 
had the say so, the store would be transplanted 
as soon as possible to Twelfth street, between 
Olive and Locust. Fourth street, after 6 in the 
evenivug, was dead. 
MR. WALSH 

of Merrick. Walsh & Pheips, bad not heard of the 
report, but hoped it was true, The houses on 
Fourth street were too small ana the business 
eoufined to too narrow limits, He hoped the day 
was near at hand when there would be a removal 


to Twelfth street. 
MR. BURRELL, 


of Burrell, Comstock & Co., had not heard of the 
report. There was no disputing the fact that 
‘Twelfth street was the future business street. It 
wou'd be folly for one house or two houses to 
wove there alone. If a concerted action was 
agreed upon the e wou'd be a rush to that point. 
What held th. fh ases Dack DoW Was a fear that 
should they meuve out some one in the same busi- 
n-<s would ke their old stand and their trade. 
He .opedth fF port wastrue and would like to 
get a bid ou vue of the stores, 
MR, PARKER, 
of the Searritt Furuuuce Cvmpany, said an offer 
had beeu made their house by a capitalist to erect 
a building on Wastington .avenue, between 
Tenth and Eleventh sivreets. He believed that 
Washington aveune and Olive street would be 
built up solidly before long and the cross streets 
filled up, but still that would not interfere greatly 
with Fourti street. 

MR. STEPHENSON, 
of Miller & Stephenson, denied any knowledge of 
the movement of capitalists in the direction indi- 
cated. but knew that the tendency of trade was 
westward, and expected that ere long his house 
would move. 


MR. MARSHALL, 
Beck & Marshall, said he would 
meet those capitalists. Their 
quarters were cramped and their 
business interests demanded a move 
westward. Twelfth street was not so far from 
Fourth now as Fourth was from Main iwenty- 
five years ago. 
MR. CUNNINGHAM, 
of Cunningham & Scbmitt, said be bad heard that 
Lucas place would be turned into a business 
street. He thought that eventually all retail 
business would bave to go furiher west, 
MR. ARCHAMBEAULT, 
of Archambeault & Cavanaugh, wouid be delighted } 
to have better quarters on a street furéher west, 
and hoped that there was truth in the report that 
a hegira was contemplated, 
MK. SWOPE 
said he had heard u good deal of talk on the sub- 
ject of making Twelfth street the principal retail 
business street, but knew nothing defiuite. 
MK. M. J. STEINBERG 

said: “The jobviug ana wholesale houses are on 
Washington avenue. Why should the retail 
business be on Fourth street? Ketail houses 
shouid always be ahead of wholesale houses, and 
why? Because the employes of wholesale houses 
do not Want to go out of their Way to buy things 
When ail the wholesale business Was done east of 
Fourth street, then Fourth street was the big 
street. Now, when employes tn chuse houses on 
Washington avenue want anything they do not 
like to come down torit, and would rather cross 
over to Olive if they could be supplied there. 
There will never be any better buiidings on 
Fourth street. The stores now are all dark and 
small. I hayeto keep lights burning all the time. 
The merchauts of 4 street need large, new 
buildings on a street further west, and Twelfth 
street is that street. It is only a question now as 
to which will be the first to gothere, Everybody 
is willing to follow some leader in that direction.” 

The velief is general amoag business men that 
Washington avenue and Olive street will be filied 
with retail stores soon, and that Twelfth street 
will be improved, lighted up well from Washing- 
ton avenue to the depot, aud thus become to the 
city what Fourteenth street is to New York. 
Whether the Twelfth street property-owners in- 
tend to put up new buildings is not certain, but 
it would appear tobe a good idea for Capitalisis 
tu supply the needs of business men, as indicated 
in the above interviews.

Against the M., K. & T. 

An important [odian case in which the M., K. & 
T. Railroad Company and the Choctaw and Chick- 
asaw Nations have been opponents for a number 
of years, has just been finally deciaed by Secreta- 
ry Teiler in favor of the M., K. & T. At the com- 
pletion of this railroad through the Indian Terri- 
tory to Denison in 1873,jthe governments of the 
two tribes above mentioned filed claims before 


the Commissioner of Indian Affairs at 
for damages of 
of ti . stone 


The damages claimea aggregated in 
amount avout $600,000. The railr had optained 
the right of way by acto. Congress under treuty, 
and in the construction of the road had paid in- 
dividua! Occupant of lands for materials used. 
The Indian Governments claimed, bowever, that 
individuals bad po right to sell the material, but 
the Government should pe paid for it, In the 
matter of the right-of-way the railroad company 
gaiued its point early in ie fight, but the other 
claims remained in thigatioh. The resident 
agent examined into them and mae up an Opi b- 
ion, placing the damages at $1,000. The commis- 
siouer raised this valuation te $87,000, The sec- 
retary of the Interior changed it to $16,000, and it 
Was again changed by the comuissiener to $32,- 
000. This wasthe coudition of the case when the 
leusing of the M. K. & IT. by the Missouri Pacific 
brought it intww Lie hands of Judge Portis, the 
general attorney tor the laiter road. He deter- 
mined to push the matter, and through his 
attorneys at Washington, Messrs. Britton & 
Gray, to whose active and skiilful management 
the final successful issue is largely due, succeed- 
ed in getting the privilege of taking additional tes- 
timony. Very full testimony was laken and the 
Commissiofer decided that the Indians were Dot 
ehiiiled tu any damages. Secretary Teller bas 
had the case under considerutivn in this shape tor 
4 year pust, and a few days ago affirmed the last 
decision ol Lhe Commissioner, thus finally seitling 
the Whole maiter in favor of the railroads. it is 
an important decisivon as determining vexed ques- 
tious as to rights of Indians.

“A BUCKET SHOP,” 


It is Bun Right on the Floor of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. 

There has been aconsiderable amount of dis- 
satisfaction expressed of late on ’Change respect- 
ing the transactions of Mr. John E. Love and bis 
partner, Ed. Kimbrough. It appears that these 
gentlemen have been carrying on a “bucket shop” 
business righton the floor of the Exchange and 


beneath the eyes of the Board of Directors. They 
make small deals of $5 and $10 among the 
members on Chicago quotations, and it is pllened 
that the number of their customers runs up 
into the hundreds. Mr. Love was at one time en- 
gaged in tie ‘bucket shop” business in one of the 
establishments on the lower floor of the Chamber 
of Commerce. He afterwards opened one on 
Third street, between Olive and Locust, but the 
business pot proving lucrative wWas com- 
pelled to close up. He has now discoy- 
ered that there is nothing to prevent 
bim from transacting the same business on the 
floor of the Exchange, and from the patronage 
he has it is fair to infer that he is reaping a har- 
vest. President Ewald was seen bya Post-Dts- 
PATCH reporter to-day and questioned abdéut Mr. 
Love’s business. He said that he was aware that 
such transactions were made daily. So were the 
other directors, but there had been 
no formal complaint made to them, 
The practice shouid be discouraged, but he knew 
of norule prohibiting it. The directors would 

robably take some action in the matter. A num- 

er of members were. seen, and all of them thought 
it should be stopped, but aid not see how the 
directors could act in the premises. Said one of 
the gentleman: “The practice would not be toler- 
ated in any other board of tradeinthe country; 
but our directors are powerless.” 

; MR. LOVE 

said he did not care ii members were dissatisfied. 
His transactions were oe yee and nearly 
every mau in the “pit” had deals with him. 
“This isa picayune business anyhow,” he con- 
tinued, “and wedo not depend upow it. Look 
here at the orders we havereceived from outside 
parties,” and he produced alarge bundle of iele- 
grams. There is an impression that arule exists 
forbidding members to make deals for less 
than 5,000 busigis, but such is not the case. Mr. 
Love is estabiishing a dangerous precedent 
whieh may convert the Exchange ito a large 
‘‘bucket-shop ,” ana the question now is what are 
the members going to do about it?

He 
relates that when he was only 16 years old, he 
himselt was —— by pirates and soid into a 
foreign land. The country to which he was car. 
ried was the North of Ireland. Ana he mentions 
that many thousands of his countrymen were 
seized and taker with him. If we consider these 
circumstances, and recoliect how gmali: and in- 
commodious the vessels of that age were, we cau- 
not suppose if very probable that, if these many 
thousand slaves had been captured in France the 
tes should have chosen to carry their cum- 
rous freight by so long and circuitous a voyage 
as tothe North of Ireland. Buttu no place were 
they more likely to have carried them than to the 
‘North of Ireland if they bad captured them in 
Scotiand. If this bea correct conclusion e 
would be a pleasing interest in the reflection that 
Scotiand, which afterwards received so much of, 
Christian illumination from Lreland, and even de- 
rived its name, Scotland, {from that Island (for 
Ireiana was the primitive Scotia, and was com- 
monly called by that name Uli the Tenth century), 
should have given st. Patrick, the apostie of Lre- 
land, to that country.

are we not, benefited by paying our people $1 50a 
day and paying the foreigner $1 for the same la- 
bor?” This question, which he says answers it- 
self, presents itself to me in a somewhat different 
form, viz.: Are we, or are we not, benefited by 
paying our people $1 50 per day, and in addition 
to paying the foreigner $1 for the same labor 
paying the Government 50 cents royalty on that 
labor? That question, and it seems to me the 
proper way of putting it, does not so readily an- 
swer itself; but one which it suggests is, What 
proportion of this royalty so ‘paid is returned to 


us in any form by the Government? “Protection” 
puts the price of raw iron at $21 perton. I have 
to-day had occasion to replace a part of my stove, 
which piece of casting costs me 9 cents per pound, 
an advance over the cost of raw material of sonie- 
thing over 8560 percent. I have bought in the or- 
dinary market atreguiar prices at, it seems to 
me, an enormous increase iu cost to cover labor 
and a fair remuneration op capital invested. This 
piece was the production of one of our home 
mavufacturers, yet had I bougnt a piece ot for- 
eign production with the expectation of getting it 
(on the basis of “Protection’s” proposition) for 6 
cents per pound I should have been sadly disap- 
pointed, Yettbisis what “Protection” claims; 
or, if it 1s not, does he perhaps claim that but for 
foreign labor the same would have cost 1 
cents per pound? Since he pays for foreign la- 
bor but $1 where home labor costs $1 50, one or 
the other of these. prices must result. On the 
basis of ‘“Protection’s” proposition | liave paid for 
labor—whether home or foreign, is immaierial—6 
cents per pound for my casting; and, in addition, 
have paid, if of home production, the manulact- 
urer 3 cents per pound more than a reasonable 
interest on his invested capital; or, if of 1roreign 
roduction, I have paid the Government for pro- 
ection (from what?) this additional 3 cents per 
pound: and must admit I have little hope of ever 
again seeing one mill of my 3 cents go paid in any 
form.

Ourrent goes for the last Chicago statement of 
provision stocks very severely. Itsays: “We 
called attention a month ago to the peculiar in- 
consistency in the reported stoeks of provisions 
at Chicago, and intimated that there was grouud 
for a suspicion of a scheme on hand to get prices 
of hog product up with a view of selling futures 
above values expected to rule later on. The evi- 
dence of this possible scheme have increased by 
an analysis of the stocks reported this week for 
December 1. Taking the sworn:statements of 
stocks of provisions on hand on October 1 asa 
Starting point, with a reckoning of the net sup- 
ply of hogs at an average weight consistent with 
the relation of packers’ weights to stock yard 
weights the pusttwo years, and calculating that 
the gross hog will yieid 57 r cent of meats and 
14 per cent of lard, allowing for the reported 
movement of product, and aeéducting 12 per cent 
from the gross weights of meats, reckoning pork 
at 190 pounds to the barrel—thus caiculating, we 
find that for the two months the manufacture from 
1,133,989 hogs, at 148 pounds per hog for meat, 
has beeu 167,830,000 pounds; during this time the 
shipments, less tha, receipts, meats and barreled 
pork, have been 987886,000 Ibs., leaving 68,944,000 
ibs. to add to the 56,874,000 Ibs. of meats and pork 
on handon October 1, according tothe sworn 
statements, making an apparent supply of of 125,- 
768,000 ibs. for December 1, but the return shows 
& total of only 70,580,000 Ibs., making a shurtage of 
55,188,000 Ibs. in the exhibit, or the meat product 
of about 375.000 hogs. in lard there has been a 
similar dispanity,in the same direction, though 
less marked, the same line of calculations leading 
tO an apparent stock of 17,943,000 . lbs., while the 
reported stock for December 1 is 8,613,000 1bs., or 
8,330,000 Ibs. less than consistent with the state- 
meut of receipts and shipments and evident pr 
duction for the two months.”——B. F. Ives, of E. 
A. Driver & Co., Chicago, writes Smali & Rasin: 
‘We saw a good man, J. P. Rumsey, just back 
from a trip to Kansas and Nebraska. e gives a 
very poor report of the condition of corn north of 
the A., T. & 8S. F. road. Says itisall poor and 
cannot be cribbed. This confirms the writer’s ob- 
servation through lowa and I/linois, so ‘don’t for- 
get that all that long belt of corm country has d— 
poor corn, (that means damp, poor corn,) and it is 
not safe tosell it. Did not Know before to-day 
that the damage extended so far.” 

The wheat on ocean passage has increased 
1,000,000 bu and corn 360,000 bu. Wheat in sight 
(sea and land) shows a gain of 1,936,791 bu and 
corn 97,830 bu over preceding week. Compared 
with corresponding week in 1882there is an ex- 
cess of 11,357,990 bu wheat, 3,261,296 bu corn.—— 
Carruthers & Allen of New York, ina late cir- 
cular, say: “The bullsin corn evidently want the 
earth, and we believe that in course of a few 
weeks they will think by the weight of their hoid- 
ings that they have goitesgit. Poor condition and 
large quantity are not good bull factors so early 
in the crop. Corn 1s not wanted for export (only 
three loads taken to-day) and the home demand is 
filled by the poorer grades at low prices. Con- 
tract corn will accumulate rapidly in ail the mar- 
kets.” 

‘Lhe corn market was quieter this forenoon, and 
trading was smaller. Changes in value were 
comparatively slight, during the early hours the 
extreme range not over %4c, and prices usually 
swinging within an 4c to 44¢ circle. Weakness 
Was most pronounceu during this early trading, 
with advices of a lower Chicago then and tlie 
Eastern toarkets easing Off, an anticipated change 
to clear and cold weather bringingout something 
of a desire here to sell, though no particu- 
lar pressure was shown to do so. May opened \e 
off at 535,,and sold to 533, @%,recovered to 535, 44, 
and then declined to 534,, reaching tuls rate rigut 
after the early call. Inthe meantime December 
sold at 48144 (44¢ lower) to 485, and January opened 
wc better at 494,c, bubsoun running aown to 49. 
From these lowest rates there was a quick recoy- 
ery, as Chicago then turned up and very soon 
reachea 60 for May.

Lies About Carlisle. 
Washington Special to the World. 

Something of a stir was made here to-day by 
the publication in the National Republican of the 
alleged extract from aspeech made by Speaker 
Carlisle at Cynthiana, Ky., when be ran for Con- 
gress against Landrum. In this speech ne is 
made to say: 

“I deny that the United Statesis a nation. It 
is a vViclous system that has destroyed sovereign 
States and oppressed nine millions of people in 
the South. Ifa State hasno right of secession, 
she certainly has the right of revolution.” 

Mr. Carlisie, when spoken to about it this even- 
ing, said that he remembered it as one of the 
slanders of the Congressional canvass. There 
was bo report of it made at Cynthiana, and what 
purported to have been said on that occasion was 
written out by oneof his paygisan opponents. He 
defies his worst enemies to produce any Ver- 
batim report of any speech or utterance made by 
him containing one disloyal sentence. 

He wasa resident of Covington during the 
years of the war. He was a member of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature at its out break,and labored suc- 
cessfully with the Union party in the Legislature 
to pre vent a secession convention being called. 
He voted the Democratic ticket during the war, 

and labored always upon the side of the Union in 
his State. His worst enemy, he insists, cannot 
sbow anactofhisto the contrary. He enlisted 
in a home-defense regiment, organized in Coving- 
ton at the time Gen. Kirby Smith made his raid in 
1862, and served as a private in that regiment dur- 
ing the brief period of its existence. 

When he was sworn In as Speaker he took the 
iron-ciad oath, which he never could have taken. 
if he hed ever been disloyal, even in thought.

I have 
the honor to be, ete., Levi P. Morton.” 
The reply is also published, introducing fifty 
outsiders into the very sanctuary of 
American diplomacy:

“WASHINGTON, July 28, ree. | 
“No. 152. 
“Sin: The Department learned with regret 
from your dispatch, No. 191, of the 27th ultimo, 
thatthe Pork bill had been defeated in the Sen- 
ate. Lam, etc., 

“FRED’K T. FRELINGHUYSEX.” 
The action of thee French Senate on the Pork 
bill was known to all the interested parties on 
this side of the Atiantic on the day of the vote 
and days before Mr. Morton’s touching dispatch 
was sent to the Secretary of State. But we paya 
Minister $17,500 a year, and furnish him witha 
secretary and assistant secretary and a staff of 
idiers with high salaries, in order that he may do 
this sort of business,

BROME’S AMERICAN COLLEGE. 


Description of the Present Headquarters of 
Coadjutor Bishop Ryan. 
From the New York Herala 

Rome, November 10.—Few of the many Ameri- 
cans who year after year make winter pilgrim- 
ages to Rome find time to visit the American 
Catholic College. It has not, perhaps, such 
treasures of art stored away in it as other Roman 
monumeats,. better known and more ambitious. 
-Yet it has an interest of its own, especially now 
that it has once more been chosen as a resi- 
dence by several of the American bishops who 
have been summoned to the Vatican. Not only 
has it historic interest, but beauty to recommend 
it. Within its homely walls stands a chapel, 
small but so perfectly proportioned and marvel- 
ously decorated that it awakens admiration even 
in &@ mind biased by long familiarity with the 
churches of Kome, Last, but not least, the col- 
lege deserves visiting for its o sake. There is 
not a better organized institution of its kind in 
the Eternal City, nor could Americans find any- 
thing there of which they have more justly reason 
to be proud. 

It stands in one of the many quaint and gloomy 
streets which surround the palace of the Propa- 
ganda. Originally the residence of an Order of 
Dominican nuns, it became, later on, the princi- 
pal house of the nuns of the Visitation. Under 
their management it became one of the most fasb- 
lonable conyeuts in Rome. The noblest families 


sent their daugnters to it to be educated. The 
Orsinis and Colunnas each lavished gold and 
ae works of art upon it. Here (in 1846) 
largaret Mary Alacoque was declared *biessed’ 
by Pope Pius, and the cause of the Sacred Heart, 
which French Catholics bold in such reverence 
nowadays, was first recognized. 
HANDED OVER TO AMERICANS. 

Shortly after Mgr. Bedini’s trip to America ip 
1855, the building was hanged over to the Amert- 
can Catholics to meet thelr growing demands for 
erciesiastical eaucgetion. ln his younger days Pius 
1X. frequeutly said ass in what is now the Ameri- 
cau College. The venerable Palotta once also lived 
in it, and at the time of the Ecumenical Council 
Pope Pius met the American bishop sin the modest 
reception room oa the first fluor of the building. 
Ou the walis of this historic chamber hang por- 
traits of Leo XIII. and several of the cardinals. 
Un one side is Healy’s portrait of Archbishop 
Kendrick. Close to it is that of Cardinal McClos- 
key. But the visitor's @ye will probably be most 
attracted by Martin Milmore’s fine bust of Pius 
1X. and the brouze bust of Washington facing it. 
Tne latter Was obtained from the only cast of 
Wasbirgton’s tace taken afver death. his cast 
long remained in the possession of the Washing- 
ton family, from whom, a good many years ago, 
itwas inherited by a sculptor called Pettrick. A 
curious story attaches to this relic. After having 
more than once Vainly tried to buy it of Pettrick, 
the United Stat s sioie the cast from him rather 
than not. get it. So heartbroken, however, was 
the sculptor at bis loss that, ina fit of sentimen- 
tality such as seldum troubles Governments, the 
vrecious heirloom was restored to its rightful 
owner. 

THE HEAD OF THE COLLEGE. 

At present Mur. Hostiot is at the bead of the 
colelge,in which he has managed to become no 
léss respected by bis pupils than beloved. It is to 
Mgr. Hostiot’s courtesy your correspondent owes 
the foregoing information. At the time of the 
writer’s last visit there wefe fifty-four pupils ino 
the college, sent over from twenty-three different 
dioceses in the States. Myr. Hostiot’s puplis have 
greatly distinguished themselves of late at the 
Catholic examinations. Two of them, hailing 
from Florida, were singled out and specially con- 
gratuiated the other day by the Hoiy Father. All 
appear to be picked men, hard workers aud cult- 
ured, Of the thirty-six theological students who 
competed for medals this year twenty-six were 
successful. 

THE COLLEGE RULES. 

The rules of the house are severe, though not so 
cruel as at soine Catholic seminaries. The pupils 
rise at half past 5, meet for “meaitatiou”’ in the 
chapel at 6, breakfast, zo outfor a walk, and on 
returning attend classes at the Propagauda. Af- 
ter this and suime spiritual reading they are al- 
lowed a short rest, which they devote to an exam- 
ination of conscience. A simple dinner is served 
in the retectory at noon. After thisa haitis made 
for recreation. Studies are‘resumed in the after- 
noon, and toward sunset all adjourn lor another 
Waik. At&there is avery light supper, and by 9 
most of the students are peacefully sieeping we 
sieep of the virtuous. 

Each pupil at the college occupies a separate 
bedroom, plainly, Dut neatly furnished, and fitted 
up With the strict necessaries of astudent. All 
exercises, Whether spiritual, goer or intellect- 
ual, are taken together; and the programme of 
each week includes two lectures by tie sub-sécre- 
lary of the Propaganda for American Affairs, 
chiefly dealing wiih ecclesiastical law as it affects 
the United States. 

CHARMINGLY SITUATED. 

The college buildings are grouped round a 
charming gardép filied with fragrant orange and 
lemon trees, ecucaiypius, roses and paims. The 
suit of rooms upstairs reserved for cardipais and 
archbishops opens on to a corridor shaded by clus- 
tering vines and looking on to an luner court en- 
closing 4 plashing fountain and a statue of the 
Catholic patrouess of America—Our Lady of the 
Immaculate Conception. Close by is the apart- 
ment of Dr. Ubaldi, the repetitere confessor and 
spiritual director of the house, whois in especial! 
favor with Pope Lev, aud, at his express request, 
this year delivered a brilliant series of lectures re- 
futing Renan’s heresies. 

Like those of the English, Scoten and Irish col- 
leges, the puplis of the American College have a 
costume of theirown. It consists of a three cor- 
nered hat, a black cassock anda red sash. The 
soprava—the distinguishing mark—is lined with 
grayish biue. Tie college is entirely mMaintainea 
by the donations and subscriptions. of generous 
Americans. Thenames of the munificent bene- 
factors are framed and adorn the walis of the 
varlor. A good many of the ‘“‘subscribers,” by the 

y, have proved themseives bacKsiliders by omit- 
ting to pay up. And, sad to say, among them are 
several rich New Yorkers.

Increasing Business of 


A Vast and 
: St. Lotis. 


Sales of Thirty Million Dollars This Year in 
Spite of Very Low Prices—Chicago Suffers 
More, 


; 


We can sell plenty of gooas, but we can’t make 
any money on them,” said a partner in one of the 
largest wholesale grocery houses in the city yes- 
terday. “St. Louis has got more business than 
any of them, but the business generally has gone 
to “> he continued. These remarks were 
drawn out by areference to the very low prices 
which have generally prevailed this year for 
much of grocer’s stock. Other gentlemen equally 
prominent in the trade were seen, and while all 
bewail the low prices, and the extremely 
small margins at which sales have been 
made, yet the prevailing opinion seems to be that 
the total value of goods jobbed out of the city this 
year will foot up 10 per cent more than last year, 
while the volume of the trade will show a greater 
increase still. The profits of the year will fall 
behind tnose of last year to all houses that have 
not greatly extended their trade. Similarly there 
will be reduced profits in all the grocery jobbing 
centers of the country. In comparing the trade 
of St. Louis with that of Chicago one is met with 
the aifficulty that the Chicago Board of Trade 


does not collect or publish any poseet? satistics. 
It is admitted that one or two houses in Chicago 
do a larger business than any .one in St. Louis, 
but the business has been more centralized there. 
The tendency of the business to 
accumulate in a few hands is 
feit everywhere, not excepting St. Louis. It ts 
known as a result of the present year’s business 
that four or five Chicago firms will close out fn 
January. It is not known that more than one St. 
Louis firm will follow guit, though it is quite like- 
ly that two or four others will consolidate. There 
appears ih the St. Louis Directory the names of 
about fifty-five wholesale grocery firms, but some 
of these do only a small local jobbing :rade. The 
bulk of the business here is done by about thirty 
firms, which would give them an average of 
$1,000,000 OF BALES 
annually. These tigures are enormous, and mean 
nearly $3,500each day of the year. There are 
houses now selling $1,000,000 which 10 years ago did 
net do half that business. Probably they are 
making no more money now than then, and tor 
this reason are in the habit of speaking gloomily 
of the trade. Arepresentative of tue largest 
house in the city ventures to make the assertion 
that toiday St. Louis is a greaterggrocery distrib- 
uting point than Chicazo. Avast quantity of 
groceries pass through Chicago which are not sold 
there, and do not stop there. Such is not the case 
in St. Louis. The receipts and shipments here 
mean actual business. 

The extent of territory of which St. Louis con- 
trols the grocery is prodigious and increasing 
yearly. In Missouri, Kansas. Arkansas, Texas, 
Indian Territory and New Mexico, St. Louis is 
almost without a rival, save in Southern Texas, 
where Galveston and New Orleans = still 
hold into a position of what was until 
recently exciusively theirown. St. Louis also di- 
vides Mississippi, Alabama and Western Georgia, 
with New Orleans and Mobile. In Arizona Bt. 
Louis has taken away from San Francisco in two 
years, at least vne-fourth of the trade, and will 
soon increase this traction toone half. St. Lotis 
also does very considerable business in Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Colorado and Muntana, but less than Chi- 
cago. Govods are sold somewhatto Minnesota 
andeven Manitoba, but they are really beyona 
our field, and naturally belong. elsewiere. It is 
not true that Chicago merchants, to any extent, 
invade Sst. Louis’ grocery territory. They may 
run anywhere (as Our merchants dc) and seil iso- 
lated bills, but they cannot hold the 
trade. It is impossible for auy 
city to ever secure the southwest 
grocery trade from St. Louis, unless a vast: me- 
tropolis springs up southwest of us. The jobbing 
houses which artse in simall cities take off oniy 
the trade of their own vicinity. There are some 
goods of home or southefn manufacture, or 
growth, that St. Louls cau sell to Chicago, and 
vice versa, there are goods of northern produc- 
tion that Chicago can sell to St. Louis, Dut this is 
not true at all of several groceries. St. Louis is 
nearer the native sugar region, but imported 
sugar sells just as cheap in New York, indeed 
much of the sugar solid here comes from the East. 
One cause of St. Louis usihg so much imported 
sugar has been the fact that the Belcher Refinery 
here bas been inadequate to the demands of the 
city. Dur.ng the present year the capacity of the 


sume has been increased trom 1,200 barrels a day 


TO TWENTY-FIVE HUNDRED BARRELS. 

It should be borne in mind wattue Sct. Louis 
Refinery is the only one between Philadelphia and 
San Francisco. New Orleans has two, and New 
York, Phuiadeiphia, Boston and Portland have all 
the rest in the country. Chicago, Cincinnati and 
such places have none, and handle no raw sugars 
at all. 

For a number of years St. Louis has been the 
greatest inland coffee mart of the world. The 
regular annual sales here are 25 per ceut. greater 
than those of Chicago, Clacinuatior New Orieaus. 
uf tbe vast amountof coffee sold here to the 
Southwest and South, which are coffee-drinking 
regions, the greater part is Rio coffee. The 
prices of coffee this year have been higher than 
last year, indeed last year they” were 
phenomenally low. Last Deceimper fair coffee 
sula in New York at 73g cents, and now the same 
rrade is bringing 1234. This increase has been 

rought about wpe by speculation in New 
York, through which port most of the Brazil cof- 
fee comes. 
THE COFFEE TRADE.

The bags of coffee average 130 pounds weight, 

so that last year St. Louis sold over 

33,000,000 lbs. of coffee at a total value of nearly 

ee oe Now there was imported into the 

Thiied States last year $46,000,000 of coffee, so 

that St. Louis disposed of 1-9 of the entire coffee 

consumed in the country. lt was uot ascertained 

what the sales of coffee have been for the present 

year, but they will not fail behind those of 1882, 
notwithstandiag the increase in price, 

The sales of sugar in 1882 in St. Louls were 319,- 
034 barrels and 19,581 bags, as against 294;796 bar- 
rels apd 12,171 Dags in 1881. This does not count 
hogshead sugar. St. Louis is not a grekt tea 
market, as its territory is nota tea-consuming 
one, yet the receipts of tea here average annually 
36,000 chests or packaces. 

Rice is an important item inthe St. Louis gro- 
cery trade. The statistics of the same for the 
last eight years show a constant increasé, or one 
of 100 per cent in eight years, as fullows:

The increase of sugar shipments ip 1882 over 
1881. was 10 per cent. The increase for the present 
year will be equatiy great, as sugar has been ex- 
tremely low all the year. Granulated sugar is 
now selling in New York City at 8cents. Last 
year it was 9% cents. Of this reduction of 14 
cepts,% cents is due to the tariff ¢hange. One gen- 
tleman told the Post-DISPATCHM reporter that

in the history of the country. Ante-bellum prices 
have at last been passed.

“Whoa, Tom! That's the best little saddle- 
hoss you ever see. Rud all day. He’s not so good 
in a buggy, but he manages to whirl me all around 
this big city between morniog and night in very 
good shupe, nevertheless.” Officer Holmes, the 
special agent of the Humane Society, would have 
grown eloquent over his little roan horse, had not 
a Post-Drsrarcu reporter who had just started 
out with him for the day, turned his conversation 
in another direction. “Yes, I haye plenty of work 
to do,” said the kind;laoking big-hearted agent. 


*“T have so much to attend to answering com- 
plaints made to the office and looking after 
them subsequently, thatl have little time left to 
look up work. Lain the only speciai agent of the 
jety. There oughtto befuur more. I would 
ave iocover fifty-three miles of territory to do 
my work every day. Every once in a while you 
see a card in your paper beginning, ‘Where is the 
Society?’ and going on to relate some 
Case Of crueliy to animals, There was a com- 
jlaint in last night’s paper, for instance. Lord 
news idiiketo beableto get ail over this city 
every day, but we baven’t got to making such 
time yei, and I have to be satisied with getting 
around as much as I ean. Dv we have many 
complaints? Oh, yes. There’s one confounded 
mean thing about complaints, though. People 
seem averse to signing their names to them, and 
half the information we get is anonymous. When 
liook up the subject of complaint I have not 
the time of commission or other particulars 
concerning the alleged cruelty. Every one send- 
ingina complaint should give his name. I’ve 
gota complaint in my pocket now about the bru- 
tality of drivers on the levee.” The roan horse

Just to give you an idea of how these cattle are 
Killed, I'll take you to a slaughter-house.” The 
siaughter-house that was vyisiied is in a thickiy- 
opulated part of the city, surrounded by large, 
1apdsolne residences, adjoining a police station, 
and in the rear of a butcher shop which fronts on 
a fine residence-street. The butchers greeted the 
agent with loud cordiality. “We'll have one tn, 
in a minute,” said one who was washing a side ol 
beef. The slaughter-house was a snail 
lace. At one siae in full view of 
1¢ place where their brethren fell under 
the blows of the butcher were huddied 
a croup of trembiing, shivering cattle. They 
were scrub stock, cattle fit ouly for sausage meat, 
for which purpose their meaiis to be altogether 
used, Bui in their miast was a reund, plump Lit- 
tle heifer, with a head that an artist would lieve to 
sketch. in its eyes was a pileous expression, ao 
aimost human look of pieading. Thatit knew 
the fate in store for it there could beno doubt. 
The dying groan of the slaughtered ones must 
bave bad a weaning Kuowa to it that was hidden 
from human ears.
